im p eachm ent p roceedings against him. 
Ho rep eatedly denied 
tha t any 
im ­ 
p rop er motives iniluenced his actions, 
or that he had sought corrup tly to use 
his p ower as a federal judge to induce 
the railroad 
officials to 
do certain 
things. 
Mrs. A rchbald, an eloquent figure 
in defense of her husband's integrity 
as to the trip to Europ e which he en­ 
joyed at the exp ense of H enry W. 
Cannon, a director of the G reat N orth­ 
ern and other railroads, was under ex­ 
am ination only a short time. 
She said 
Cannon was her cousin, tha t the two 
families had been intim ate for two 
years and had tak en many p leasure 
trip s together. 
She said the invitation to go to E u­ 
rope in 1907 cam e to her p ersonally. 
She gave the senate a letter from Mr. 
Cannon. 
This and other letters that | 
p assed betw een 
C annon 
and Judge 
and Mrs. Archbald w ere tt'led with 
discussion of the trip and p ersonal ex­ 
changes to em p hasize the clcse rela­ 
tionship tha t existed.

fluence them in his favor. 
Judge Archbald declared he had no

of the Marion Coal com p any of S cran­ 
ton against, the Delaware, Lnck awan- 
na and W estern railroad. 
He went to 
officials of the railroad in that case, 
he said, as t friend of G eotge M. W at­ 
son, the attorney for the coal com­ 
pany, and (’. G. Boland, one of the 
ow ners of the coal comp any. 
He had 
no thought of rew ard for his efforts, 
he said, and no p urp ose to m ak e a 
favorable settlem ent. 
He denied that he had tried to get 
credit from litigants or p ossible liti 
gants in bis courts, either while judge 
of the Middle district of Pennsylvania 
or while u m em ber of the com m erce 
court. 
He declared that he had never 
attem p ted to conceal Ills interest In 
the Katydid culm coal deal or In the

MINNESOTA LAW IS INVALID 


Federal Sup rem e C ourt K ills R ecipro­ 
cal D em urrage Act. 
W ashington, 
Jatu 7. 
W ip ing out an 
act ot the legislature of M innesota 
and thereby claims of ship p ers against 
the railroads for nearly $300,000 the 
sup rem e court of the United S tates 
declared the recip rocal dem u rrage act 
of 1907 unconstitutional.

T he conference may 
be resum ed either by T urk ey giving 
notification that she has freHh p ro­ 
posals to subm it, or by the allies on 
the ground that they have com m uni­ 
cations to m ak e to the Turk s.

Years of Service Prove the

alleged cotton corner,” the supreme 
court of the United States laid down 
the farreaching principle that "cor­ 
ners" of interstate commodities, such 
as articles of clothing and food. are in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trusi 
law 
Justice Van Deveuter announced the 
opinion of the court, Justice Lurton 
delivering a dissenting opinion, in

had decided that the indictment charg­

"withholding”

from the market was a necessary ele­ 
ment of a corner, as admitted by the 
povernment.
